PASSENGERS TELL

CONTEMPT RULING PROTESTED 


AS ATTACK ON BILL OF RIGHTS 


Post-Dispatch and two of its staff 


‘Post-Dispatch Champion 
of Every Citizen in Land.’ 
The Cleveland Plain Dealer — 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch is the 
champion of every citizen and 
every newspaper in the land in its 
1esistance to the convictions for 


contempt of court returned against 
it, its editor and its cartoonist. 
The vigorous journal founded by 
Joseph Pulitzer half a century ago 
is the target of a St. Louis judge 
who resented criticism of laxity 
in law enforcement and judicial 
action. The judge had thrown out 
of court, instead of allowing to go 
to jury trial, cases involving a 
labor leader, charged with rack- 
eteering, and a State Represent- 
ative associated with him. 
But the circumstances of this 
case, offensive though they be to 
those who would sustain proper 


jstandards of law and enforcement, 


are not, as Publisher Pulitzer of 
the Post-Dispatch well states, the 
real issue. That issue is the valid- 
ity of the Bill of Rights itself, that 
“most sacred part of the Constitu- 
tion” which protects the liberties 
of expression. 

It is the accepted practice of 
well conducted American journals 
to refrain from. criticism of a 
pending judicial process. For a 
newspaper to assume the right to 
rebuke or to instruct a judge 
while a case is in process is rea- 
sonable ground for contempt pro- 
ceedings, nearly all will agree. 
But once action is completed 
and a court has made its ruling, 
a peper is recreant to its duty if 
it refrain from protesting at de- 
cisions of procedure which call for 
such condemnation. If the judge 
criticised feels aggrieved he has a 
remiedy. He can sue for libel. 
The laws in such matters are ex- 
plicit. Some papers have justly 
suffered heavy penalties for un- 
warranted statements. 

But any judge is obviously off 
side when he invokes contempt of 
court proceedings against honest 
criticism of a completed action. 
This is what has happened in St. 
Louis. This is why. _—ithe 
Post-Dispatch case assumes s0 
grea. an importance. 

We commend the vigorous words 
of Publisher Pulitzer: 


“When a judge cites a news- 
paper for contempt he can, or 
he may think he can, silence that 
newspaper. In that event there 
would inevitably recur miscar- 
riages of justice such as have so 
often shamed us in the past.... 
If a newspaper is to be gagged 
by being haled into court when- 
ever a judge feels the sting of 
editorial criticism, that means the 
end of the power of the press to 
tell the people about the failures 
and errors of their courts. That 
means the end of freedom of the 
press, We do not believe that 
the American people or the Amer- 
ican courts will accept such a 
revolutionary departure from 
American principle. The 
Post-Dispatch will continue hon- 
estly, fairly and sincerely to crit- 
ise the courts.” 


Americans everywhere will thrill 
to these forthright words of the 
head of a great American news- 
paper. Clearly the Pulitzer tradi- 
tion of fighting journalism has not 
been lost in St. Louis.

This contradiction of civil and 
criminal law, and collision of courts, 
makes the civil judge morally guilty 
of the same contempt of Judge 
Rowe as that charged to the news- 
paper men. 

The whole theory of constructive 
contempt runs counter to demo- 
cratic tradition, and, in practice, 
usually violates constitutional 
rights as is undoubtedly the case 
here. It is a pity the whole 
wretched thing cannot be rooted 
out of our (jurisprudence. If 
Messrs. Coghlan and Fitzpatrick 
contribute in-any degree to that 
ultimate result by their courageous 
action in the present case, they will 
put all Americans in debt to them. 


‘Thing Against Which Founders 


Sought to Protect the People.’ 


The Kansas City Star—The case 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch is 
one that concerns the whole State 
of Missouri. Judge T. J. Rowe, 
who pronounced the sentences for 
contempt, is merely an incidental 
figure. The question is whether

In cases such as that of the 
Post-Dispatch, the judge who may 
be angry over some newspaper crit- 
icism undertakes to pass personal- 
ly on a matter in which his feeling 
may be seriously involved. There 
is no opportunity through a change 
of venue to take the case before 
another judge who presumably 
might be in a position to give it a 
disinterested hearing. 

Such a procedure is shocking to 
every American principle, As the 
Montana Supreme Court said, it 
is “the nearest approach to auto- 
cratic power permitted under our 
form of Government.” 

It is the sort of thing against 
which the founders of the federal 
and state governments sought to 
protect the people in the constitu- 
tional provisions for freedom of 
speech and the press, 

Chief Justice Hughes laid down 
the obviously fair and just prin- 
ciple that for the Federal Courts 
in such cases “the remedy of the 
judge as an individual is by action 
or prosecution for libel.” 

The Star does not undertake to 
pass on the case involving’ the 
Post-Dispatch or on the justice of 
its comment on Judge Rowe. It 
does say that, if the Supreme Court 
finds that under the law the Rowe 
decision must be upheld, then a

LOS ANGELES, April 5 (AP).— 
The amazing story of 11-year-old 
Chloe Davis that she beat her moth- 
er to death with a law hammer was 
contradicted today by a county au- 
topsy surgeon. 

Seeking to solve the _ violent 
deaths of the girl’s mother, two 
younger sisters and baby brother, 
Dr. Frank R. Webb, the autopsy 
surgeon, reported finding that Mrs. 
Lolita Davis, 36, bled to death after 


both her wrists had been slashed, 
apparently with a razor blade. 
Chloe, described by a police ma- 
tron as a girl “with a face like an 
angel’s,” had said the mother beat 
the two girls to death, bludgeoned 
the boy into unconsciousness and 
then pleaded with Chloe to kill her 
with the hammer. Chloe said she 
did and also administered the last 
blows to her brother “to put him 
out of his misery.” 

But Dr. Webb said an artery in 
the mother’s right arm had been 
severed and she died from loss of 
blood. He asserted there was no 
evidence of a skull fracture al- 
though Chloe had insisted she 
struck her mother with the 
hammer from 20 to 50 times. 
“Chloe didn’t do it, no matter 
what the police think,” her father 
asserted time after time. 
“Chloe couldn’t have done any- 
thing like this... . . If she did, her 
mother made her do it.” 
Interrupting only to demand bot- 
tled beer and lemon pie, the girl 
led questioning officers through 
conflicting versions in which she 
called her father, a grocery man- 
ager, “nuts,” and said her anemic 
mother was a believer in demons. 
Theory Girl Killed All Four. 
Police Capt. Edgar Edwards ex- 
pressed belief that the girl, an avid 
reader of books who has the imagi- 
nation and mind of a -16-year-old

To Be Used to 


Preserve Writings 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
The $265,000 which Associate Jus- 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes left “to 
the United States of America” at 
his death in 1935 will be used to 
preserve his writings in a specially- 
edited volume.

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
Undersecretary of State Welles de- 
nied last night German assertions 
that in Paris he had discussed 
French plans to “whittle down” the 
Reich when peace comes. 

Welles branded the tales, “fan- 
tastic nonsense.” 

The Nazi statement about Welles 
was based on a photograph taken 
on his recent fact-finding trip to 
Europe. The picture showed Welles 
conferring with French Permier 
Reynaud (then Finance Minister) 
in front of a large map of Europe. 

The map, Berlin alleged, showed 
Allied plans for the shrunken fron- 
tiers of post-war Germany. Welles 
was guilty of “bad taste,” a Ger- 
man spokesman said, in posing be- 
fore it. 

German sources had said the pic- 
ture showed Welles had talked over 
“the fantastic wish dreams of the 
Western Powers” to reduce’ the 
Reich. The picture was said to 
have appeared in a French illus- 
trated magazine. 

Welles issues a formal statement 
saying: 

“Various allegations concerning 
a map which is shown in the pho- 
tograph of M. Reynaud and of 
myself are fantastic nonsense. At 
no time during the course of my 
interviews in Paris or in any other 
capital I visited was any reference 
made to any maps. I never even 
looked at any map which may have 
been in M. Reynaud’s office.” 


RIBBENTROP SHOWS

Whether von Ribbentrop has the 
active suport of Fuehrer Hitler in 
his vendetta is not clear. He does 
not, however, appear to have any 
very enthusiastic support from the 
Propaganda Minister, Goebbels. 

Von Ribbentrop launched his at- 
tack on Welles last night in a set- 
ting built up to dramatize the alle- 
gation that when Welles was in 
Paris, on his recent tour of Euro- 
pean capitals, he was told by the 
French that they planned to par- 
tition Germany after the war. 

Basis of Allegation. 

This allegation is based on a 
photograph published on the cover 
of the March 16 number of the 
French periodical L’Illustration 
and purporting to show Welles in 
conversation with Premier Paul 
Reynaud. In the background of 
the picture there stands on an easel 
a large map of Europe showing 
frontiers which the Nazis say 
proves their contention that the 
French are planning to carve up 
the Reich if they win the war. 

The allegation fails to startle the 
neutral observers. Nobody doubts 
that the French would like to parti- 
tion Germany. Von Ribbentrop, 
however, used the allegation as the 
basis for an attack not only on the 
French, but also on Welles. Other 
Nazis have used the L’Illustration 
cover as a text for sermons against 
France and England, but the For- 
eign Minister had it used as a text 
for a brief but pungent sermon on 
the American Under-Secretary. 

“We consider that Welles was 
guilty of lack of good taste in al- 
lowing himself to be photographed 
in such a picture,” the official For- 
eign Office spokesman declared, in 
a deep, hoarse voice last night.

The convention here of the 
American Association of School Ad- 
ministrators late in February made 
it possible for the committee to 
have conferences with most of the 
persons whose names were suggest- 
ed. Subsequently conferences were 
held with others, including exec- 
utives of the St. Louis school sys- 
tem, 


More than 30 persons were inter- 
viewed by the committee, which 
said it also gave careful considera- 
tion to numerous communications 
and resolutions submitted wy indi- 
viduals and groups. 


“As a result of these conferences,” 
the report continued, “this commit- 
tee was able to prepare a rather 
large list of persons who appeared 
to possess the minimum qualifica- 
tions.

Sketthes of Candidates. 


Biographical sketches of the 
nominees for Superintendent fol- 
low:

ROSEGRANT PAROLE 
HEARING ON MONDAY 


Application Made by Kelley 
Kidnaper Who Began Term 
in 1936.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 5. — 
Angelo J. Rosegrant, who has 
served four years and five days of 
a 20-year sentence in the Missouri 
Penitentiary for the kidnaping of 
Dr. Isaac D. Kelley of St. Louis, in 
April, 1931, will be heard Monday 
by the State Board of Probation 
and Parole, on his application for 
parole. 
Docketing of his application for 
hearing does not mean that the 
board will take any immediate ac- 
tion on granting or denying a 
recommendation to Gov. Stark. Un- 
der the rules of the board a convict 
becomes eligible for hearing on 
completion of one-fifth of his sen- 
tence, if his prison record is good. 
Rosegrant entered the penitentiary 
on March 31, 1936, after the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court affirmed his 
conviction by St. Louis County Cir- 
cuit Court. 
He has been assigned to duty 
in the penitentiary hospital during 
most of the time he has been in 
prison, and now handles clerical 
work in the office of the prison 
physician. 
Rosegrant’s application includes 
more than 70 recommendations for 
his parole in letters or on parole 
board questionnaire forms. 
Circuit Judge Julius R. Nolte of 
St. Louis County, who was trial 
judge, wrote “No” on a board ques- 
tionnaire as to whether a parole 
would meet with his approval. 
Congressman C. Arthur Anderson 
of St. Louis County, who prosecuted 
Rosegrant, wrote: “I will do noth- 
ing to oppose the parole of Mr. 
Rosegrant, but I am conscientious- 
ly unable to write any communica. 
tion advocating his release.” 
Recommendations for parole in- 
cluded letters from former Sheriff 
Phil G. Deuser, who wrote he 
thought Rosegrant “would be a 
good parole.risk,” former State Sen- 
ator Jack Shea, State Representa- 
tive John A. Sullivan, Dr. Charles 
A. Poe and Victor F. Block, all of 
St. Louis; and Earl G. Smith and 
A. E. L. Gardner, attorneys, of St 
Louis County. Four members ot 
the trial jury, Henry Wendel, Jo- 
seph Nistler, George A. Reichelt 
and A. F. Poertner, recommended 
clemency in letters that were identi- 
cal. °

GOVERNMENT APPEALS RULING 
ON ANHEUSER-BUSCH STRIKES 


Attacks Dismissal of Indictments 
Against Union Officers in 
Jurisdictional Dispute. 
WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
The Government appealed to the 
Supreme Court today from a de- 
cision dismissing an indictment un- 
der the Sherman Anti-trust Act 
against William L. Hutcheson, pres- 
ident of the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners and three other 

officers of the union. 

District Judge Charles B. Davis 
at St. Louis dismissed the indict- 
ment a week ago on the ground 
that picketing and strikes at the 
plant of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., St. 
Louis brewery, did not directly re- 
strain interstate commerce and that 
a boycott did not constitute an of- 
fense under the Sherman Act. The 
court also held that labor unions 
were immune from prosecution for 
such activities. 

It was understood the Govern- 
ment would ask the Supreme Court 
next Monday to hear the appeal 
and decide during the present term 
of the court. The case grew out 
of a jurisdictional dispute between 
the AFL carpenters’ and machin- 
ists’ unions. 


CENSUS TAKEN AT CITY JAIL, 
BUT INMATES AREN'T QUERIED 


Information Being Obtained From 
Records; Count Begun at Other 
Institutions, Hospitals. 

The decennial population census 
reached the city jail today, as an 
enumeration of persons in the vari- 
out city institutions and hospitals 

was begun. 

At the jail, information was 
sought from the records, without 
direct questioning of the inmates. 
In hospitals, only nurses and physi- 
cians who actually reside there 
were to be count 

Among other places, not usually 
thought of as homes, which enu- 
merators will visit are the show- 
boat stationed here on the Missis- 
sippi River and numerous house- 
boats tied up at the north end of 
the city.

to Childs’ suit within 10 days as a 
result of a Federal District Court’s 

decision yesterday. 

Justice Daniel W. O’Donoghue de- 
nied motions of both sides in the 
suit, which made an answer from 
Guffey in 10 days mandatory. The 
Court denied Childs’ motion to take 
depositions from a score of promi- 
nent persons, and at the same time 
denied Guffey’s motion for a bill of 
particulars.

SHARES OF STOCK 
WORTH $1,483,318 


Eight to Receive Part of 


Burroughs Holdings — 
$550,000 Still to Be Di- 
vided, Trustee Says. 


Seven heirs of Ehrhardt D. Franz 
and the estate of an eighth heir 
will receive 133,332 shares of Bur- 
roughs Adding Machine Co. stock, 
worth $1,483,318 at present market 
prices, under a partial distribu- 
tion ordered by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore. 


The stock is part of a block of 
282,500 shares left by Franz, a 
wholesale grocer, who died in 1898. 
Under his will his wife received a 
life interest in the estate, the pro- 
ceeds to be divided equally among 
their 10 children on her death. Most 
of the estate has been in litigation, 
principally over State inheritance 
tax claims, since her death in 1930. 

Heirs participating in the pres- 
ent distribution are four daughters, 
Mrs. Johanna F. Fiske, Santa Fe, 
N. M.; Mrs. Henrietta A. Holdo- 
way, Chicago; Mrs. Amanda F. 
Wheeler, Long Beach, Cal. and Mrs. 
Adelaide Zimmerman, Chicago; 
each of whom will receive 20,000 
shares worth $222,500; a son, Otto 
B. Franz, Los Angeles, 20,000 
shares and a son-in-law, Sherman 
H. Kleinschmidt, and his daugh- 
ter, Miss Helen Kleinschmidt, now 
living in Sarasota, Fla., 6666 shares, 
each, worth $74,166. 

The distribution is of part of a 

two-thirds interest in the estate, 
or of six and two-thirds of the 10 
shares in which it was originally 
divided. Most of the remaining 
three and one-third shares had al- 
ready been distributed to other 
heirs under a decision by the late 
Federal Judge Charles B. Faris in 
1932, winding up litigation insti- 
tuted by these heirs in 1924. The 
State made no inheritance tax 
claim against this portion, thus 
making possible its earlier distri- 
bution. 
The State Supreme Court ruled 
in March, 1939, that the State was 
not entitled to an additional $800,- 
000 in inheritance taxes on the six 
and two-thirds shares, rejecting the 
State’s contention that the heirs 
interested in these shares had, in 
1922, transferred their interest to 
Mrs. Franz, thus making the shares 
part of her estate and subject to 
the tax. 

G. A. Buder, trustee of the estate, 
said that about 50,000 shares of 
Burroughs stock, worth about $550,- 
000, remained undistributed, pend- 
ing settlement of other phases of 
the litigation. Most of it will go 
to the heirs participating in the 
present distribution. 

The estate, based on an invest- 
ment of $21,000 in the old American 
Arithmometer Co. by Ehrhardt 
Franz in 1896, reached a paper 
value of $27,000,000 during the stock 
market boom in the 1920s.

measure the crowd in the gallery 
became so noisy that Board Presi- 
dent William L. Mason warned the 
audience that it might be necessary 
to clear the gallery. Floor Leader 
Emmett L. Golden also sharply re- 
buked the demonstrators and threat- 
ened to have the police clear the 
gallery. After that the. audience 
was more orderly. 

Two amendments made to the 
original bill by the Public Safety 
Committee were adopted without 
change. One of these kept the 
permissible ash content of stoker 
coal at 12 per cent, as in the old 
smoke ordinance to which the new 
measure is an amendment. The 
original bill had placed the limit 
at 10 per cent. 

The other amendment changed 
the definition of approved soild 
smokeless fuel placing the limit of 
volatile matter at 23 per cent in- 
stead of 20 per cent .as in the 
original bill. This change was made 
to include West Virginia coal, com- 
monly described as smokeless, 
which contains about 22% per cent 
of volatile matter (smoke produc- 
ing elements), 


What the Law Requires. 


So far as the general public is 
concerned the most important pro- 
visions of the ordinance require 
that an approved smokeless fuel 
must be used except where auto- 
matic mechanical firing equipment 
makes it possible to burn high- 
volatile soft coal smokelessly. This 
legalizes the use of automatic sto- 
kers, but means that in hand-fired 
furnaces, stoves and open grates 
a smokeless fuel must be used. 
Enforcement is assigned to the 
Smoke Regulation Department, but 
the ordinance provides that it shall 
be a defense if there are not avail- 
able adequate supplies of solid 
smokeless fuel at reasonable prices. 
The ordinance is intended to en- 
courage the production of adequate 
supplies of smokeless fuel by the 
processing of Illinois soft coal 
mined in the St. Louis area. 


Committee’s Proposal. 

The Smoke Elimination Commit- 
tee, appointed by the Mayor last 
December after the Post-Dispatch 
had urged action in an editorial 
entitled “An Approach to the Smoke 
Problem,” recommended a plan by 
which it expected sufficient supplies 
of smokeless fuel would be available 
at reasonable prices within. three 
years to justify strict enforcement 
of a prohibition of the use of high- 
volatile fuel except in automatic 
equipment. 

Chairman of this committee was 
James L. Ford Jr.; a vice-president 
of the First National Bank; Kelton

Threatened Court Attack. 


President Watson of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association sent 


special delivery letters to all Alder- 


men today warning them that if 
the bill was enacted in the form 
recommended by the committee the 
Terminal would attack its validity. 
He described the provisions as to 
railways as “harsh, unfair and un- 
necessary,” and said they would 
cost the Terminal and its proprie- 
tary railway lines $800,000 a year 
in additional expense for smoke- 
less solid fuels.

Coal Dealers’ Demonstration. 


A short time before the Alder- 
men met, at noon, there was a 
demonstration at City Hall of about 
250 coal dealers, operators, truck 
drivers and some of their custo- 
mers, who demanded that the bill 
be held by the Public Safety Com- 
mittee until they had had the op- 
portunity to present their objec- 
tions to it at another public hear- 
ing. 

The demonstration was sponsored 
by the St. Louis Fuel Dealers’ As- 
sociation, a recently formed organ- 
ization. Victor Packman, attorney 
for the association, was spokesman 
for the group, which congregated 
at 11 a. m. in front of the alder- 
manic chambers on the second 
floor. 

The group milled about {n the 
hall, seeking entrance, until Wil- 
liam L. Mason, president of the 
Board of Aldermen, arrived and 
agreed to confer with a committee 
of their members before the meeting 
began.

After Packman’s speech, the 
demonstrators returned to the 
second-floor hallway and a com- 
mittee headed by Packman went 
into the office of the clerk of the 
Board of Aldermen to confer with 
Mason. The others pressed around 
the doorway and cheered Pack- 
man’s comments, and Aldermen are 
riving for their meeting had diffi- 
culty making their way through 
the crowd. 

Packman contended that oppo-

“There should no precipitous 
action in the passing of this ordi- 
nance,” he stated. “There is no 
reason for having an emergency 
clause on this bill, especially when 
it is said that it won’t be possible 
to enforce the ordinance fully at 
first. 

“We don’t want spot enforce- 
ment. This ordinance is going to 
take bread and butter away from 
not only the small dealers and op- 
erators, but also from a lot of con- 
sumers who are unable to afford 
stokers or high-priced smokeless 
fuel.” 

He characterized the bill as “full 
of jokers,” and said it represented 
a “false crusade in the name of 
clean air” and an attempt to “put 
a fast one over on the poor people.” 
He added that he was not criticis- 
ing the motives of the Municipal 
Smoke Elimination Committee 
which drew up the bill, but thought 
the committee had taken the wrong 
approach to the. problem. 

After Packman had finished, Ma- 
son told the group he was without 
power either to control the action of 
tne Public Safety Committee or to 
admit the demonstrators to the 
floor of the aldermanic chamber to 
express their objections. The group 
then went upstairs to the gallery to 
watch the proceedings of the board 
from there,

Vukovich was seated at a table, 
playing cards, when the robber en- 
tered through a rear door of the 
tavern and pointed a revolver at 
him. Instead of obeying the rob- 
ber’s order to put up his hands, he 
jumped from his chair and grap- 
pled with the Negro. 

The robber fired several shots, 
two of the bullets striking Vuko- 
vich.in the right forearm. Vuko- 
vich continued to struggle even 
after wounded, and the robber 
fled. 

Two policemen who had been 
walking a beat nearby ran after 


. the robber, firing two shots in the 


air and 10 at him, and he fired 
once at them before jumping into a 
taxicab a block from the tavern. 

Acting on information from some 
of the men who had been in the 
tavern that another Negro had run 
away from the scene, the policemen 
searched the neighborhood. In a 
shed in the 2300 block of LaSalle 
street they arrested a Negro youth 
who said he was Arlie Carson, 18 
years old, residing in the 1000 
block of Armstrong avenue. 

Carson admitted that he had 
planned the robbery and had re- 
mained outside the tavern while 
McCoy went in, police reported. 
McCoy, arrested near Carson's 
home by detectives stationed to 
watch for him, told the same story 
and admitting firing at Vukovich, 
police said.

Woman at House Siouitall 
on WPA Bill Says Single 
Girls _Can’t Compete 

. With Them. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
A congressional group considering 
relief estimates heard testimony 
today that many young girls, dis 
placed from employment by mar- 
ried women and “ignored” by Gov- 
ernment relief agencies, “become 
the property, body and soul, of the 
vice lords.” 

Miss Florence Birmingham of 
Boston, president of the Massachu- 
setts Women’s Political Club, gave 
that testimony to the House defi- 


ciency appropriations subcommit- 
tee in pleading that relief funds 
for the year starting July 1 be 
boosted from the $985,000,000, ten- 
tatively recommended by President 
Roosevelt, to $1,500,000,000. 

Reports on Capitol Hill indicated 
Rooseveut would prefer that Con- 
gress permit the WPA to spend his 
$985,000,000 request for next year’s 
appropriation in as few as eight 
months, if the need arises. 

Economy advocates immediately | 
asserted that if WPA were given | 
the authority to spend the sum in| 
eight months, instead of spreading | 
it over 12; it would mean in effect | 
that the relief agency might spend | 
as much as $500,000,000 extra in the | 
1941 fiscal year. Under present | 
law, the WPA is required to allo-| 
cate its annual appropriation on a | 
12-month basis. 

“The influx of subsidized wives 
into the labor market,” Miss Bir- 
mingham said, “has added to the 
general confusion and pushed their 
jobless, needy sisters out of the pic- 
ture entirely.” 


Asserting that it was estimated 
6,000,000 married women are work- 
ing in this country, the witness 
added, “the worst offender, in my 
judgment, is the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

Although she testified behind 
closed doors, Miss Birmingham 
made public the text of her state- 
ment. 

“Formerly a woman on the road 
—a female hobo—was front-page 
news,” she said, “but now we have 
in this country at least 100,000 home- 
less women.” 

Citing suicide statistics at one 
point, the statement added: 

“The young jobless girls, too 
eager for life to take suicide as 
the way out, become the property, 
body and soul of the vice lords.” 

Miss Birmingham contended that 
the relief act discriminated against 
single women and declared that 
“Congress must help these single 
women by giving a larger appro- 
priation to continue the work of 
the WPA, to broaden it so as to 
allow them their rightful place on

“pretty clear” in testimony before 
committees that the money was to 
be used to finance exports. For 
this reason, he said, he thought it 
best to take the matter up with 


Congress. 


UNIVERSITY CITY SCHOOL 
LEVIES WILL BE RESUBMITTED 


Special Election April 23 on Pro- 
posals Rejected in Tuesday’s 
Balloting. 

The University City School 
Board decided last night to resub- 
mit to voters in a special election 
April 23 the proposed school tax 
levies which were rejected in last 
Tuesday's balloting. 

The levies are a tax of 44 cents 
on each $100 of valuation, an in- 
crease of 17 cents above last year’s 
tax, for building maintenance, and 
$1 on $100 for teachers’ salaries 
and incidentals. The $1 tax has 
been regularly approved by voters, 
for the last 18 years. Both taxes” 
were defeated Tuesday. 

Harry Frank, president of the 
achool board, said that the board 
could levy, without voters’ authori- 
zation, only 40 cents on $100.

Combining trials and jury- 
waived trials, there were 250 trials 
in the September, 1939, term, an in- 
crease of 111.8 per cent compared 
with the sponding term in 1933 
and of 110 per cent compared with 
the corresponding term in 1937. For 
these 250 trials, 386 days were spent, 
an increase of 87.3 per cent com- 
pared with the 1938 record and of 
82 per cent compared with that of 
1937. 

Cases are assigned for trial from 
Division No, 1, where the bench is 
occupied by the Presiding Judge, 
but ‘that official, chosen semi-annu- 
ally by the 18 Circuit Judges from 
among their own number, has no 
‘power to compel his colleagues to 
accept assignments. The Judges, 
accordingly, may accept cases for 
trial largely as they and 
are in a position, if they wish, to 
dodge cases of types they do not 
‘care to handle. 
| Awaiting Trial. 

Figures on new suits filed, elim!- 
;nating domestic reiation and equity 
‘cases and leaving only potential 
jury cases, show the decline in 
pressure. For the year there 
were 4995 suits in the jury cate 
gory; for 1938 there were 4630 and 
for 1939 there were 4088. Many 
cases, of course, are eliminated by 
various means and do not require 
trial. However, as of Feb. 18, 1939, 
there was an accumulation of 9082 
jury cases awaiting trial or. ether 
disposition and the Poat-Dispaten 
showed in its orig of 
articles how this tended to delay 
justice. No later figure on accum- 
ulation of suits is available. 

Besides trials, some of the jury- 
room Judges’ time on the bench is 
idevoted to hearing motions and ar- 
'guments and kindred matters and 
}presumably all have to spend more 
or less time in chambers looking up 
law and preparing decisions in 
cases before them, or dealing with 
other official business.

THE WOMEN DID IT. 

The Post-Dispatch presents its compliments to the 
women of Kansas City. They were a decisive fac- 
tor in Tuesday’s election that blew the Pendergast 
machine out of the City Hall and off the map. 

As residents of Kansas City, those women had 
learned about politics from a master of the art. Boss 
Tom has ceased from troubling, which is all to the 
good, but on the subject of politics he knew all there 
was in the books and a whole lot more. The women, 
naturally, could not follow him into the dizzy post- 
graduate reaches of corruption and rough coercion, 
but they had seen the diligence and thoroughness 
with which the machine canvassed the citizens pre- 
paratory to an election, and they applied their knowl- 
edge. 

It is hard, prosy work, going from house to house, 
ringing door bells and asking people how they in- 
tend to vote. Where the citizen is indifferent, or has 
already decided to support the opposition ticket, the 
job calls for diplomacy, information and persuasive- 
ness to win the voter to the right side. 

The women of Kansas City did all this spadework, 
and did it with both gusto and finesse. Apt pupils as 
they were, they did not forget to dramatize their 
campaign. They contrived a colorful slogan, “Brooms 
and Ballots versus Bosses and Bullets,” and they 
vitalized it with gay symbols in the form of brightly 
decorated miniature brooms which helped substan- 
tially to finance the cause. And in the scale of pag- 
eantry, they put on big parades which, with theatri- 
cal magic, kindled and enlisted popular enthusiasm 
in the campaign. 

On the day of reckoning, they marched as an army 
with banners to the voting booths and delivered 
50,000 ballots.

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A LABOR UNION AGAIN. 

Nick has called it quits. His towel lies in the 
center of the ring, flung there by his own hand. 

There was no reason for Nick to keep up the pose 
as vice-president of the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employes. Moving Picture Op- 
erators Local 143, the St. Louis union which he had 
prostituted to his own racketeering ends, was free 
of him—free of him by a court order which com- 
manded Nick and his vicious associates to pay thou- 
sands of dollars into the union treasury, 

More than that, the union was a union again. A 


few hours before Nick’s resignation was announced, 
the union had regained autonomy. It had elected 
new officers, not in the least beholden to Nick—of- 
ficers of its own choosing. The way had been 


cleared for ending the court receivership by which 
the ruthless boss was ousted. 

A word may be said for the tolerance of the 
bona: fide union members when it came to passing 
on the memberships of persons holding cards issued 
to Nick during his high-handed rule. Instead of 
being severe, they discriminated between those un- 
objectionable members who held Nick cards and the 
Lugars and “Rags” Callahans whom Nick smuggled 
into the union—some 20 in all They voted the for- 
mer group in, and rejected the latter. 

This cleanup should not stop with the local. Lugar 
and Callahan and their ilk may still enjoy the pro- 
tection of some high officers of the international. If 
that condition exists they may invade a local in 
some other community. The international should 
do as much as the local has done. Meantime, op- 
erators in other cities had better be on guard. 
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A MERIT SYSTEM FOR THE CITY HALL? 

The faces of most of the 56 members of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee are red with anger and con- 
sternation these days. They have just discovered 
that Mayor Dickmann is in dead earnest about his 
proposal to establish a real merit system for all 
municipal employes. And that would mean nothing 
less than sudden death for the politicians’ *time-sanc- 
tioned interest in patronage and spoils. In fact, it 
would kick them right out into the street. 

The committee members are determined not to 
accept such a change in the City Charter without a 
fight. A backfire has already been started. It has 
been suggested that the Mayor’s rather abrupt in- 
terest in civil service is die entirely to a desire to 
anticipate the expected recommendations of the Citi- 
zens’ Survey Committee. It has also been suggested 
that the Mayor is pushing the reform with an eye to 
his re-election in 1941. 

The Post-Dispatch is not greatly concerned with 
the motives that are behind a reform as badly needed 
as this one. The last real chance for a merit system 
in the City Hall disappeared in January of 1911, 
when the professional politicians mustered vates 
enough to defeat the charter proposed by the Board 
of Freeholders. To win the adoption of the 1914 
charter, the board sacrificed the teeth in the civil 
service section. As a result, today there is an Ef- 
ficiency Board, but any city employe may be dis- 
charged without cause. Directly or indirectly, all 
of them are dependent on the spoilsmen. 

Now the Mayor says he is working for real civil 
service. A committee of four—George B. Tracy, 
Efficiency Board chairman; .Raymond R. Tucker, 
Smoke Commissioner; Edgar H. Wayman, City 
Counselor, and John B. Sullivan, secretary to the 
Mayor—has been studying merit plans in various 
parts of-the country. The four have not yet formu- 
lated the details of their plan for St. Louis, but 
have promised to comply with the Mayor's request 
for a system without loopholes or jokers. 

If the Mayor succeeds in this project, it will rank 
with his efforts in behalf of the anti-smoke ordi- 
nance and the pure milk ordinance. It is inevit- 
able that this issue should be involved in the lowest 
kind of politics. The Mayor’s advisers are s80 
afraid of the power of the city committee that they 
are unwilling to have the proposal come before the 
voters except in the general election next Novem- 
ber or in the mayoral] balloting the next spring. 
Properly, they are unwilling to trust it to the 
“regular” party voters. 

Thirty members of the city committee are also city 
employes. If these ae who form a majority of 
the committee, were/more interested in their jobs 
than in partisan politics, there would be no ground 
for fear. That, however, is not the case, 

And so one can only hope that the Mayor will 
resist the inevitable temptation to compromise with 
them—a temptation that will grow greater as elec- 
tion day comes closer—and persist in his ex- 
pressed desire for a genuine civil service. It would 
be a great platform: Efficient Government vs. the 
Spoils System. 
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ALF LANDON’S SOUND ADVICE. 

Alf M. Landon had some excellent advice for the 
Republican party in his speech before the Kan- 
sas State convention at Wichita. His warning for 
the party not to seek a superman to head the na- 
tional ticket was a trifle gratuitous, since there is 
no man to whom such an appellation might apply 
anywhere on the Republican horizon. But the next 
passage in his speech was highly pertinent. 

“Our Republican convention,” he said, “must not 
be boss-ridden . . We must not permit one man, 
or any group of money-raisers, to pick the nominee.” 
If the Republicans follow this advice, the du Ponts, 
Weirs, Pews and other financial “angels” will be 
kept out of control and the party may be able to 
go into the election with a candidate and a plat- 
form which will give it great appeal.

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SIX NAMES. 

The St. Louis School Board, preparing to select 
a new Superintendent of Education, has received 
the names of six educators, nominated by a special 
advisory committee after careful scrutiny of the 
whole national field. The six names may not be 
familiar to the general public, but they are names 
well known in the’field of education, and the capaci- 
ties of the men are attested by the long record of 
study, achievements and experience each has com- 
piled. A further testimonial to their fitness is in 
the character of the committee which made the nomi- 
nations, three educators whom the community accepts 
as capable and conscientious advisers. 

Best testimonial of all to the six nominees is the 
exacting set of standards set up by the advisers. The 
most rigid specifications were adopted, in profession- 
al ability, social outlook, personal qualities, moral 
integrity. After the disillusioning experience St. 
Louis has had, it is vital that such standards be in- 
sisted upon. As a result of the recent sorry experi- 
ence, the advisers eliminated from consideration all 
persons in any way connected with the.local situa- 
tion. Now it is up to the Board of Education to make 
the final choice from the list submitted, and thus to 
take a step toward rehabilitating the reputation of 
this city’s school system.

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Bertrand Russell and a Teacher’s Duty

with what he was to teach, but with his personal views, editorial 
holds; opponents follow Nazi and Soviet pattern; fail to realize 
that teacher is not preacher, that he must tell both sides of his story.

OW that the appointment of the dis- 
N tinguished thinker, Bertrand Russell, to 

teach in the College of the City of New 
York has been confirmed, and college and 
man have been attacked together, it should 
be possible to set down calmly the points at 
issue, 

Mr. Russell was employed to teach the 
following subjects: 

Philosophy 13: A study of modern con- 
ceptions of logic and of its relation to sci- 
ence, mathematics and philosophy. 

Philosophy 24B: A study of the problems 
in the foundation of mathematics. 

Philosophy 27: The relations of pure to 
applied sciences and the reciprocal influ- 
ence of metaphysics and scientific theories. 

No one, so far as we are aware, has dis- 
puted his competence in these subjects. Nor 
has anyone, so far as we know, charged 
that the question of moral judgment, or of 
the practice of morals, enters into a course 
of mathematics, or even in logic, which is a 
method of thinking, not a content of 
thought. 

No real issue, then, is involved in the work 
which Mr. Russell was asked to do. This, in 
a way, is unfortunate, for if he had been 
asked to lecture on ethics, questions would 
have been raised which would have re- 
vealed the whole controversy in its true na- 
ture—a legitimate dispute as to whether 
education of youth of the collegiate grade 
should or should not be controlled by be- 
liefs as to right’and wrong popularly held, 
or professed by religious organizations which 
constitute powerful pressure groups. 

* + > 


So stated, it would seem that we have 
here the emergence of an American. parallel 
of the Nazi and Communist theory that 
chemistry, physics, or mathematics, must 
be German or Russian in order to be ac- 
ceptable to the state. “Russian” biology 
has already repudiated theories and experi- 
ments in heredity which might be used to 
indicate that the purging of the middle class 
could have a deleterious effect on the intel- 
lectual efficiency of the Soviets. The au- 
thorities do not raise the question of wheth- 
er it is true. They assert that it must not 
be true, and insist that only scientists indoc- 
trinated with their ideology can be allowed 
to work in science. 

What is the ethical heresy of which Mr. 
Russell can justly be accused? To choose 
isolated passages from his earlier specula- 
tive works, written in the years after the 
war when an extraordinary readjustment of 
codes, sexual and otherwise, was under way 
everywhere, is clearly unfair. Whole books, 
not passages, must be produced in evidence, 
if his ideas are to be rightly presented. 

It is fair to take Mr. Russell’s own state- 
ment as to his ethical philosophy in these 
matters. He has recently stated that he 
does not believe in’ promiscuity; that he 
does believe in what used to be named trial 
or companionate marriage, followed by what 
might be called a pre-divorce separation, if 
the trial is a failure. 


It is to be noted at this point that the 
question of the rightness or wrongness of Mr. 
Russell’s opinions as to trial marriage does 
not enter directly into this controversy at 
all. That it has been forced into it, is due 
quite as much to a popular misconception 
of the function of the university teacher, 
as to the isms of the clergy and othets. 
The public insists upon identifying a teacher 


with a preacher. But it is not the business, 
( 


and is seldom the practice, of a college 
teacher to impose a set of dogmas upon his 
class. 

He teaches a subject, and his first job is 
to analyze that subject into all its aspects. 
If the subject is a controversial one, he will 
not be entirely impartial—no human being 
is. If he is a biologist, he will be an evo- 
lutionist, but he will not fail to point out the 
defects and uncertainties in the various 
theories of how evolution works. If he uses 
his platform to preach a theory of his own 
without reference to the possible opposite, 
he is censurable by the college authorities 
as a propagandist instead of a teacher.

Even if Mr. Russell were to teach ethics, 
it is to be presumed that, in accord with 
his reputation, he would present both sides 
—which, in a democracy, is the only possible 
way to teach. No one expects a political 
platform to be fair-minded; but nothing can 
be so destructive of what we call the Amer- 
ican system, as to carry over the dogmatism 
of a political or religious party into college 
education. No evidence has been adduced to 
indicate that this would have happened in 
the classrooms of Mr. Russell. 

But he was not to teach ethics. The 
question thus emerges in its baldest form. 
Should a scientist of high competence, whose 
opinions as to the conduct of social rela- 
tions differs from the beliefs of large num- 
bers of his contemporaries, be allowed to 
teach subjects which have nothing whatso- 
ever to do with social relations? Should a 
Democratic carpenter in a Republican com- 
munity be allowed to build steps for the 
new Town Hall? Should a great Chinese 
philosopher who keeps concubines, accord- 
ing to the immemorial Chinese custom, in 
his Chinese home, be allowed to lecture in 
New York on Chinese Art? Should an Arab 
mathematician with a unique knowledge of 
his subject, who has three wives in Aleppo 
and believes in polygamy, be permitted to 
hold the chair of. non-Euclidian geometry in 
the University of Michigan? 


A CONTRAST IN INCOME TAXES. 
From Labor, Organ of the Railroad Brotherhoods. 
A WASHINGTON newspaper makes an 

enlightening comparison between income 
taxes in the United States and England. 
Those who complain that Uncle Sam is rob- 
bing them should consider the figures. 

A married couple in England, with a wage 
income of $2000 a year, pays $246; an Amer- 
ican couple with an earned income of $2800, 
$800 more than the English couple, pays 80 
cents. 


An Englishman with a wife and three chil-| 


dren, earning $4000 a year, pays $646; an 
American with the same sized family and 
identical earnings, doesn’t pay any income 
tax to the Federal Government. 


Here’s how it operates in the upper brack- 


ets: An English bachelor who gets $800,000 
a year from his investments turns over 
$663,000 to the public treasury; an American 
in the same happy circumstances pays 
$528,240. 

Those who are worried about the size of 
our national debt may find some solace in 


the thought that if we levied the same rate 


of income tax in this country as in England, 
we would end our Federal deficit and soon 
begin wiping out the national debt. How- 
ever, the administration fears that would 
seriously curtail buying power, and prefers 
for the time being to borrow to meet deficits.

Following his graduation in 1933 
from Harvard University, Rath- 
bone specialized in courses in the 
field of fine arts in studies there 
at Fogg Museum. He joined the 
staff of the Detroit Institute of 
Arts in 1934, and since 1936 he has 
been curator of the Russell A. Al- 
ger House, the Institute’s branch 
museum at Grosse Pointe Farms, 
Detroit. 
In announcing his appointment, 
the board of control said it had 
conducted an intensive study of 
the qualifications of Many persons 
recommended for the position by 
specialists throughout the country. 
Rathbone, the announcement as- 
serted, is well known in the mu- 
seum field and is familiar with 
procedure and accomplishment in 
American and European museums. 
Rathbone will receive a salary of

In the Movies. 
MOVIE version of Knute 
A Rockne’s life is being readied 
for release by Warner Brothers | 
out in Hollywood. Just nine years| 
ago the dynamic Notre Dame cone 
lost his life in an aviation accident. 

Intercollegiate football lost a 
powerful supporter when Rock 
passed on. I wonder what he would 
have said through all the charges 
of subsidization and overemphasis 
which flooded the country during 
the past winter. He might have 
had a solution, for his hairtrigger 
mind carried in abundance those 
desirable qualities of common sense 
and judgment. 

Quick to defend his colleagues 
against unjust criticism of profes- 
sional carpers, Rock was equally 
concerned about the more odorous 
aspects of intercollegiate athletic 
life. He recognized the dangerous 
trend of the unrestricted football 
subsidy as well as the smothering 
influence of a blanket indictment of 


the game as a whole. 
Whenever a controversial point

lines, it was Rockne to whom 


_ the coaching fraternity looked for 


the final answer. He would dis- 
sect and put together again im- 
portant details often overlooked 
by others.

It was Rockne who gave the 
Notre Dame shift the precision of 
a Rocket chorus, and he originated 
new and improved on old technique, 
leaving a definite system of foot- 
ball that many of his disciples fol- 
low with religious zeal. He lifted 
blocking detail from the slip-shod 
assignment of the World War era 
to the meticulous level of the chem- 
istry equations he taught at Notre 
Dame.

Cold Winters

E, in America, have been pam- 

pered pets of Nature for a 

number of years. We have had 
about 15 years of unusually mild 
and temperate winters all over the 
country. But this spring, with a 
severe winter behind us, we may 
begin to see examples of the En- 
glish disease, fibrositis, or painful 
nodules. 

It has not been reported very often 
in American literature, and I think 
there is no doubt that it has some 
relation to cold climates and se- 
vere weather. It is by no means 
unknown in the northern states 
and in Canada. 


The painful nodules occur any 
where under the skin; they may be 
in the muscles. Favorite places are 
along the neck, in the edge of the 
big trianguar muscle that goes 
from the back of the head to the 
Toint of the shoulder; in the lum- 
bar muscles of the back; in front 
in the breast and abdominal 
muscles. The nodules are painful 
and cause muscle spasm. They are 
often found in the course of mas- 
sage. " 

That triangular muscle which 
forms a sheet along the back of 
the neck and from the promonitory 
of the hind part of the skull to the 
corner of the shoulders, the trape- 
zius muscle, is the seat of an effec- 
tion that is called trapezius myo- 
sitis. (Myositis means muscle in- 
flammation.) 


It is a hangover in spring from 
a long siege of catarrh or infection 
of the nose and throat. There is 
pain noticed on turning the head or 
extending the neck. With fatigue 
of the muscles of the neck, there is 
apt to be headache in the back 
of the head. Tenderness can be 
elicited at the point of insertion 
of the muscle at the shoulder and 
back of the head. 

Treatment consists, first, of free 
drainage of the nasa? sinuses. 


Another special form of fibrositis 
in panniculitis, which consists of 
painful spots in the fat of the abdo- 
men, upper arm, upper leg, knees 
and calves. The typical sufferer 
is a middle-aged woman of pasty 
appearance. The skin is thickened 
and bound down so that it cannot 
be picked up as usual. Besides 
heat and massage, small amounts 
of thyroid extract are often bene- 
ficial. 

In treatment of any form of 
fibrositis, heat takes an important 
place. It is especially valuable be- 
cause it can be given at home, by 
the household doctor. It may be 
moist or dry heat—mustard poul- 
tice, hot moist compresses, electric 
pad, hot brick, hot iron, applied 
over a folded towel or flannel. 

The best and most effective treat- 
ment is by massage. The fibrous 
nodules can be broken up and mas- 
saged away by a special type of 
heavy stroking and kneading mas- 
sage, which is applied directly to 
the nodules. It produces subse- 
quent relief, although it may be 
painful at the time. The patient 
should know the nature of the con- 
dition and be aware that the treate 
ment will at first cause more pain, 
but that subsequent treatments will 
be less painful and eventually re- 
sult in the disappearance of the 
nodules.
